In denying the big utility's apr 


plication, the PSC said that AP&L 
now earns 5.86 per cent on 
its 


permanent rates, which were fix- 
ed by the commission in 1044. 
Any return between 5.5 and 6.25 
per cent is a "reasonable" 
profit 


for the company, said the order. 


There is no statutory ceiling on 


utility earnings in Arkansas, but 
the PSC traditionally has set the 
maximum figure at six per cent. 


"To say we are disappointed in 


the decision of the PSC would be

understatement," commented

Be a Prophecy 


LITTLE ROCK, (Special) —Re- 


view of the state Public Service 
Commission orders which have (1) 
granted Arkansas Louisiana Gas 
Co., $7,000,000 a year increase 
in 


revenues through higher rates and 
have (2) twice rejected Arkansas 
Power and Light Co., applications 
for a total of 55.200,000 annually 
suggests a question: 


What has Arkansas Louisiana 


Gas got that Arkansas Power and 
Light doesn't have? 


The answer might well be: W.R. 


Stephens. 


Stephens heads the W. R. Steph- 


ens Investment Co., Little 
Rock, 


which in the ' latter part of 1954 
acquired 51 per cent of the com- 
mon stock of Ark.-La. Gas from Ci- 
ties Service Co. 


This was not Stephens' first ven- 


ture 
in the gas business. In 1944 


he ^bought the Fort Smith Gas 
Corp., which served domestic and 
commercial customers in the Fort 
Smith area. He eventually 
gained 


control also of Arkansas-Oklahoma 
Gas Co., which sold gas to indus- 
trial customers and to Fort Smith 
Gas Corp. 


Stephens waited six years before 


asking, and obtaining, a rate 
in- 


crease at Fort Smith. It 
came, 


uncontested, shortly before the 1950 
primary campaign in which Sidney 
McMath was renominaled as gov- 
ernor. McMath was a Stephens po- 
litical protege. The Fort S m i t h 
Gas' increase did not affect indus- 
tries; it hit the domestic consumers 
whom Stephens, since taking over 
AJ5$>a cofrtrdl, has. requently ref- 
red to as "biscuit'cookers." 


When he became the 
Ark-La, 


ramrod, he lost no time 
filing an 


application for higher rales for In- 
dustries, leaving undisturbed tho 
domestic rates as fixed by 
the 


PSC in approving 80 per cent of 
the increase sought by Aik-La 
prior to the 
Stephens stock 
pur- 


chase but not ruled on until after- 
ward. The PSC gave Ark-La every- 
thing it asked for :n the industrial 
late schedule—field price instead ot 
actual production cost of gas from 
its own wells,. an eight per cent 
earning from industries and the 
entire benefit (to the exclusion of 
rate payers) of the depletion al- 
lowance for income tax purposes.

By 
that time, Stephens 
had bought 


into Arkansas-Oklahoma Gas Co., 
nnd nad effected a spin-off of pro- 
perties which left Fort Smith Gas 
Corp., as sole distributor in 
Fort 


Smith. In taking over the indus- 
trial customers from Arkansas-Ok- 
lahoma Gas Co.. Fort Smith Gas 
adopted the former's 15-cent rale 
for major industries and made 
it 


applicable to all who used mora 
than 1.000,000 c.f. monthly. That 
actually was a cut in Fort Smith's 
Gas heavy use rates, for its low- 
est prsviously had been lOVi cents 
for all using more than 300,000 
cubic feet per month. 


The spin-off involving Fort Smith 


Gas and Arkansas-Oklahoma Gas 
resulted in the Stephens Production 
Co. 
acquiring most, perhaps all,
